N  A  SUNSHINY  DAY  in  the  autumn  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-six  —  this  is  the  usual  formula,  we  believe,  consecrated 
by  all  the  rites  of  custom  and  tradition  to  the  use  of  class  his- 
tories—  the  famous  class  of  1900  gave  a  little  squint  with  its  half  closed 
eyes,  stretched  its  fat  baby  arms  up  to  Mother  Phillips,  and  gave  a  little  coo 
of  surprised  contentment  to  find  itself  itself.  In  clue  time  hairs  began  to 
show  themselves  on  the  preternaturally  bald  pate,  bashfully  at  first  like  Fem. 
Sems.  in  their  first  week  of  school,  but  later  in  a  luxuriance  that  gave  prom- 
ise of  a  future  football  prowess.  On  the  little  round  head  bumps  appeared, 
some  unnatural  and  inflicted,  we  fear,  by  haughty  Middlers  and  naughty 
Junior  Middlers,  but  many  unmistakably  phrenological  and  true  indications 
of  the  owner's  character  —  the  bump  of  success,  large  and  well  developed 
even  in  youth  ;  the  athletic  bump,  occupying  a  promising  position  ;  bump  of 
scholarship,  promising  but  as  yet  undeveloped  ;  several  minor  bumps,  as 
school  journalism,  debating,  dramatic,  social,  musical,  cutting,  grinding  (not 
noticable  except  through  a  strong  glass),  flunking,  chasing,  and  eating 
In  fact  the  child  grew  and  still  grew,  and  from  the  unknown  quantity  of  our 
first  algebra  lessons,  it  has  become  what  it  is  to-day. 

We  are  wont  to  look  down  from  our  lofty  seats  with  some  scorn  upon 
the  lowly  Preps.  It  is  true  that  they  have  been  of  rather  inferior  material 
for  the  last  two  or  three  years  ;  but  the  Preps,  of  '96  were  a  truly  wonderful 
aggregation.  They  builded  well  the  foundation  on  which  Nineteen  Hundred's 
career  now  rests.  Only  sixteen  of  the  fifty  odd  are  with  us  now,  but  from 
this  devoted  band  we  have  had  eleven  "  A  "  men,  three  managing  editors, 
three  business  managers,  three  athletic  managers,  ten  prize  speakers,  six 
prize  debaters,  four  presidents  of  Forum,  two  presidents  of  the  school, 
two  captains,  leader  of  the  Banjo  Club,  president  of  the  Dramatic  Club, 
and  many  minor  officers.

Like  unto  a  rolling  snow  ball,  we  gathered  more  snow,  and  as  Junior 
Middlers  we  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  chapel  settees.  We  were  defeated  in 
the  class  game  of  this  year,  more  by  the  Faculty  than  by  Ninety-nine,  for  our 
star  pitcher  was  unexpectedly  suspended  on  the  day  before  the  game.  In 
spite  of  our  defeat  on  the  diamond,  we  showed  up  strongly  in  the  "  scrap- 
ping "  on  that  occasion  and  carried  off  the  fighting  honors  in  the  roughest 
class  game  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Nineteen  Hundred  developed  along 
other  lines  with  no  abatement  of  the  promise  of  its  Prepdom  :  to  such  a 
marked  degree,  that  when  school  began  again  the  next  September,  the 
Middlers,  with  an  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  men,  prac- 
tically assured  control  of  the  undergraduate  interests.  The  captains  of  the 
baseball  and  football  teams  and  ten  of  their  men,  the  managing  editors  and 
business  managers  of  the  Mirror  and  the  Pot-Pourri  were  all  from  the 
Middle  class.  This  was  a  great  year  for  Nineteen  Hundred.  Not  content 
with  winning  the  Fall  Relay  races,  the  class  rallied  to  the  support  of  the 
baseball  team,  and  succeeded  in  effectually  wiping  out  the  stain  of  the  year 
before  by  a  substantial  victory  over  Nineteen  One. 

With  this  record  behind  us  we  entered  upon  what  has  been  to  all  of  us 
the  most  pleasant  and  profitable  year  of  our  school  life,  and  to  the  school  in 
scholarship,  in  athletics,  and  in  the  general  spirit  that  has  characterized  it, 
one  of  the  most  successful  in  its  annals.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
Andover's  athletic  career,  we  have  defeated  both  Lawrenceville  and  Exeter 
on  the  gridiron.  We  have  vanquished  Exeter  in  Indoor  Athletics,  and  have 
an  excellent  baseball  team.  The  literary,  religious,  and  musical  life  of  the 
school  has  prospered  as  well.  We  feel  that  the  labors  of  these  four  vital 
years  of  our  life  have  been  crowned  with  success. 

The  child  has  grown  into  the  man,  and  those  arms  extended  in  the 
helplessness  of  our  childhood  to  Mother  Phillips,  shall  now  forever  be  held 
above  her  to  protect  her,  showing  by  what  we  do  for  her  in  the  coming  years 
the  gratitude  which  we  devoutly  feel  for  all  that  she  has  done  for  us.

N  NO  instance  can  it  be  more  truly  said  that  all  prosperous 
things  are  the  outgrowth  of  small  beginnings  than  in  that  of  the 
Publications  of  Andover.  Our  four  publications  are  all  the  out- 
growth of  the  Philo  Mirror,  published  by  the  members  of  the 
Philomathean  Society  at  stated  intervals.  The  starting  of  it  was  almost 
coincident  with  that  of  the  society  in  1825,  and  from  that  time  no  definite 
change  was  inaugurated  until  1854.  Up  to  that  time  it  had  been  merely  a 
manuscript  copy  read  before  the  society  and  consisted  largely  of  a  report  of 
its  meetings.  Therein  could  also  be  found  a  few  essays  on  very  deep  and 
heavy  subjects,  unlike  those  appearing  to-day  in  the  present  Mirror. 

Thirteen  years  after  its  first  appearance  in  print,  the  Philo  Mirror 
added  a  new  department,  which  was  called  the  "  Phillips  Pot-Pourri,"  but 
appeared  still  bound  under  the  same  cover.  The  change  seemed  to  give 
the  publication  a  new  impetus.  This  added  interest  later  was  the  cause  of 
the  numerous  divisions  which  took  place. 

The  next  definite  change  was  the  establishment  of  the  ''  Phillipian," 
which  was  published  fortnightly,  and  was  devoted  to  news  and  matters  of 
interest  to  the  student  body.  The  news,  at  first,  was  not  much  in  evidence, 
the  space  being  to  a  great  extent  devoted  to  the  editorials  of  the  editor-in- 
chief,  E.  S.  Beach.  These  editorials  were  evidently  read  with  great  interest. 
As  time  went  on  the  fortnightly  developed  into  a  weekly,  and  finally  into  a 
semi-weekly,  as  we  see  it  to-day.  Succeeding  editors  did  not  degenerate  in 
ability,  and  at  one  time  the  ''Phillipian  "  was  published  in  eight-page  form. 
This  influx  of  unexampled  prosperity  did  not  long  continue,  and  soon  it 
returned  to  the  original  issue  of  four  pages  which  it  has  since  retained.  At 
the  present  time  it  is  a  production  of  high  order,  since  the  editors  use  a 
careful  discrimination  in  their  selection  of  subject-matter. 
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In  the  meantime  the  Philo  Mirror  had  proceeded  on  the  even  tenor  of 
its  way,  and  enlarged  rapidly.  The  articles  became  less  heavy,  and  the 
department  of  the  Pot-Pourri  more  interesting.  In  1892  it  was  deemed  best 
to  divide  the  two  departments,  and  accordingly  the  "  Phillips  Andover 
Mirror''  appeared,  while  Philo  guaranteed  to  publish  an  annual.  As  in  the 
case  of  the  Phillipian,  the  members  of  the  editorial  board  were  to  elect 
their  own  successors. 

The  following  year  Philo,  according  to  her  agreement,  published  an 
annual  entitled  "The  Masque."  From  a  literary  point  of  view  it  was  a 
success,  but  not  so  from  a  financial  one.  The  following  year,  therefore,  the 
present  annual,  "The  Pot-Pourri,"  took  its  place,  being  published  by  the 
school,  and  widening  out  more  and  more  from  year  to  year. 

The  Phillips  Andover  Mirror  has  likewise  prospered,  and  holds  a  dis- 
tinct place  of  its  own  in  the  school.  The  articles  are  supposedly  of  interest 
to  the  student  body,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  make  them  so.  It  can  be 
safely  assumed  that  the  desired  result  is  acquired  in  a  great  measure. 

Last,  but  not  least  of  the  Publications,  comes  the  Class  Book,  which 
was  first  published  by  the  class  of  '97.  It  contains  full  accounts  of  the 
doings  of  each  graduating  class,  and  has  proven  a  valuable  addition. 

Thus  in  reviewing  the  Publications  of  the  school  we  can  note  with 
pleasure  the  growth  of  the  small  Philo  Mirror  into  four  distinct  papers,  each 
of  which  fills  its  own  place  with  credit.  They  form  a  necessary  part  of  the 
school  which  could  nowise  be  neglected,  and  they  prove  in  their  own  line  of 
as  great  importance  as  athletics  in  their  branch.

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N  THE  twentieth  of  September,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-nine,  the  class  of  '03  made  its  debut  at 
Phillips  Academy,  and,  under  the  guidance  of  our 
paternal  friend  "Pap,"  started  on  its  career,  with  the 
usual  amo,  amare,  amavi,  amatiim  to  christen 
them.  Hardly  had  a  day  passed  before  Captain 
Davis  began  searching  for  his  mighty  eleven.  Philo 
and  Forum  also  started  on  the  war  trail,  trying  to 
ensnare  the  "  young  ones  "  with  flowery  invitations 
to  their  meetings. 

Inquiry  then  followed,  to  which  many  "Ye  Religious  Ones  "re- 
sponded. Captain  Crawford  came  next,  looking  out,  not  for  "  angels 
without  wings,"  but  vica  versa. 

The  three  musical  clubs  held  their  trial  the  29th,  and  many  with  a 
high  estimation  of  their  musical  powers  made  a  brave  but  fatal  stab  in  that 


Last,  but  not  least,  came  the  cry  of  the  Publications  for  their  bands  of 
"heelers." 

Mr.  Seabury,  about  the  middle  of  October,  had  the  pleasure  of  proving 
to  us  his  ability  to  play  tennis,  by  winning  the  Fall  Tournament.  In  the 
Interclass  Track  Tournament,  which  was 
won  by  1900,  many  "  fleet  footed  "  and 
"  fleet  wheeled  "  ones  competed,  and  many 
a  brave  fell  and  the  victorious  ones  overran 
everything. 

Meanwhile   the   football   season  was 
progressing,  and  the  bubble  of  enthusiasm 
grew  larger  and  larger,  until  it  finally  burst 
when  Andover  beat  Yale  Consolidated,  34  to  o,    ten  days  before  the 
long  expected  Exeter  game. 
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That  ever  to  be  remembered  day,  the  eleventh  of  November,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-nine,  at  last  arrived,  and  our  ''angelic''  team, 
followed  by  its  thousands 
and  tens  (?)  of  thousands,  en- 
tered that  little  village  in  New 
Hampshire,  called  Exeter.  After 
showing  those  New  Hampshire 
boys  how  to  play  football,  by 
"  scunking  "  them  17  to  o,  the 
team  returned  home  to  await  the 
Lawrenceville  game,  wearing  tight  caps  to  keep  down  "  swell-heads."'  The 
New  Jersies  appeared  the  17th,  and  after  being  whipped  1  1  to  30,  returned 
to  their  "  home  sweet  home."  This  was  the  first  time  Andover  had  beaten 
both  her  rivals,  thus  winning  the  Interscholastic  Championship  ;  there- 
fore an  extra  fine  celebration  took  place  that  evening,  and  you  may  be  sure 
many  were  "in  the  swim,"  and  the  town  was  "painted  red."  The  'grind's 
delight  "  now  followed,  the  term  "  exams."

The  relay  team  showed  their  "grit  "  by  defeating  both  the  Harvard  Fresh- 
men and  Exeter.  The  "  Phillipian  "  now  gave  its  "  feed  "  at  the  Mansion 
House,  Andover.  The  hockey  team,  meanwhile,  played  a  game  now  and 
then,  when  the  changeable  weather  permitted. 

The  Seniors  gave  their  banquet  March  3rd,  at 
Young's  Hotel,  Boston,  and,  to  give  their  dinner  an 
extra  fine  flavor,  they  visited  "The  Girl  from 
Maxims  "  in  the  afternoon.  The  ten  Means  Prize 
speakers  for  1900  were  announced  as  follows:  E. 
W.  Baker,  F.  L.  Collins,  W.  N.  Morse,  L.  P.  Reed, 
E.  S.  Paine,  J.  McEwan,  H.  L.  Wadsworth,  W.  J. 
Colby,  J.  S.  Seabury,  and  D.  B.  Barsamian.  Meanwhile  Capt.  Winslow  was 
busy  trying  the  men  who  thought  they  could  play  baseball,  with  his 
thoughts  ever  fixed  on  the  fateful  day  of  June  9th. 

The  Annual  concert  of  the  musical  clubs  was  very  successful,  though 
many  a  "  musical  one  "  was  unable  to  show  his  abilities  on  account  of  condi- 
tions— pardon  me,  I  mean  sore  throats  or  sore  fingers. 

Forum  held  its  feast  at  the 
Mansion  House,  Andover,  just 
before  the  concert.  The  Philo- 
Forum  Debate,  the  last  thing  of 
the  term,  was  won  by  Forum,  in 
which  a  good  deal  of  "  wind  "  was 
used  up  by  these  eloquent  speak- 
ers.

The  Spring  track  meet,  which  took  place  May  17th, 
brought  forth  many  light  footed  ones — we  hope  they  were 
not  also  light  headed.  From  the  results,  Captain  Craw- 
ford's team  seemed  to  be  stronger  than  those  of  late  years. 

The  bicycle  race  was  run  off  on  Elm  street  between  Andover  and  North 
Andover. 
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The  class  baseball  game  between  '01  and 
'02  took  place  May  21st.  Though  fireworks 
were  dispensed  with  on  account  of  being 
dangerous,  the  fellows  found  a  good  substitute 
in  rotten  eggs,  mud,  and  wet  flour.  Amid 
great  excitement  the  game  was  called  a  tie 
in  the  fifth  inning  on  account  of  rain. 

The  Means  Prize  Speaking,  which  came 
next,  was  won  by  W.  J.  Colby,  J.  S.  Seabury 
and  F.  L.  Collins.    The  Robinson  Prize  De- 
bating was  won  by  F.  H.  Fobes  and  F.  L.  Collins.
